Boat or Veſſel wherein ſuch Perſon or Perſous ſhall come to 
the regret Iſland ſhall be ſeized and forfeited to Their Majeſties Uſe, and diſpo- 
ſad of accordingly ; And the Perſon or Perſons fo offending, ſhall be 
impriſoned, and be further proſecuted with the utmoſt Severity of the Law.
